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Ford Signs 


Bullion Bill Into Law 


WASHINGTON (UP!) — President Ford has taken 
one more step toward ending a 40-year ban on gold 
ownership by U.S. citizens 
Ford signed a law Wednesday making it legal for 
Americans to buy and trade bullion as soon as the 
President gives the word, but no later than December 31 
1974. 
It is an open question whether ending the ban will 
touch off a new wave of speculation or whether investors 
will greet the news with a big yawn. The price of gold has 
been rapidly rising and bullion appears to have become a 
speculator’s fad and a way for investors to hold off 
inflation. 
One New York corporation, Samuel Weiss Co . 
promptly announced that it has approval from the New 
Y ork Stock Exchange to act as a bullion agent. It said it 
was going to m ake gold bars of 4 , 1, 5. 10. 25 and 50 troy 
ounces. 
Americans have been barred from owning and 
dealing in gold since 1934, in the law signed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt taking the nation off the gold 
standard. Most other nations have no such restrictive law’. 
The only exception to the ban in this country is for 
industrial and artistic purposes and for personal use such 
as jew'eiry and coin collections. 
Ford took the gold action in a roundabout way, by 
signing a bill authorizing $1.5 billion is U.S. support for the 
International Development Association, an agency of the 
World Bank that grants low interest loans to the most 
underdeveloped nations.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Indiana Republican State 
Chairman Thomas Milligan said Wednesday as far as he 
knows, President Ford will keep a speaking engagment 
here Oct. 16 which he made while still Vice President. "So 
far as we know. President will be here on Oct. 16 for the 
Marion County fund-raiser which is for Congressman 
Hudnut and also Congressman Bill Bray as well as Bud 
Hillis,” Milligan told a news conference. "We have not 
heard anything that would indicate that commitment by 
President Ford has been cancelled." 


Resignation Worth Millions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Despite claims by his staff 
that he was “ virtually wiped out” by a $476,000 back tax 
bill, former President M. Nixon’s resignation may have 
m ade him worth millions. His status as the only president 
to resign makes his presidential tapes and documents 
worth far more to libraries, historians, collectors and 
publishers than the $567,00 his vice presidential papers 
were appraised at five years ago. The White House said 
Tuesday that Nixon’s tape recording are his personal 
p ro p erty , ex cep t for those W a te rg ate-re la te d tapes 
subpoenaed by prosecutors. "The tapes not subpoenaed 
and not relevant to the W atergate inquiry belong to the 
President Nixon,” said White House Press Secretary 
Jerald terHorst. 


ABA Oppose Immunity 


HONOLULU (UPI) — The outgoing president of the 
American Bar Association is predicting approval of a 
resolution opposing legal immunity for former President 
Richard M. Nixon. The resolution before the ABA’s 
340-member House of Delegates today does not mention 
Nixon by name. But President Chesterfield Smith said the 
m easure resulted from W atergate disclosures and was 
drafted by a committee with Nixon in mind. The 
resolution said, the ABA should continue “ its dedication to 
the principle of fair, just and impartial application and 
enforcement of the law regardless of the position or status 
of any individual alleged to have violated the law.”

The president of Am Irak, the Federally subsidized rail 
passenger operating corporation, has come out fighting in 
response to a Fortune magazine article which charged 
that Amtrak is muffing the opportunity presented by 
nation-wide g a so I i ne short age 
The Fortune article, published a month ago, said Am­ 
trak doesn’t have enough cars and cannot handle the 
surge of business generated by the fuel shortage. It said 
“ Amtrak's cars and stations often are dirty; seats are 
oversold; fewer and fewer trains run on time, and more 
than one-fifth of its cars are broken down...” The article 
suggested replacement of the top executives. 
To this Roger Lewis, Am tara k. president, replied in a 
letter to Fortune that the system has “ about doubled” the 
seat-mile capacity established by the United States 
I )epartment of Transj t>rta.t ion when A mtrak was creat ed 
in 1971. He said Amtrak had foreseen the fuel crises and 
had “ to an extraordinary degree prepa red to meet it. 
A fact sheet accompanying the letter said Amtrak now 
number Fortune said was needed, and that most of them 
have been completely refurbished,. More cars are on. 
order. Amtrak is now carrying passengers at a rate of 18 
million annually and the rate is “ rising fast.” The 
nationwide automated reservations and ticketing system 
gets more than 50.000 teleDhone calls a day. 
The fact sheet, said almost 60 per cent of train delays in. 
1973 were attributable to “ slow orders" because of bad 
track conditions, signal failures, maintenance of way 
work and freight train interference, it doesn’t say so but 
we presume all of those factors are beyond Am trak’s 
control, since it owns no track. 
Fortune and Amtrak appear to be agreed on one point, 
namely that the fuel shortage ha' presented a golden 
opportunity to get people back on the trains. We hope 
Amtrak will be able to serve its growing numbers of 
passengers so well that they will spread the word and will 
want to ride again.

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Fertilizing Wheat 


Use Less, Get More By Banding 


Mode rn talk-handling equipment enables wheat farmer to hand 
í P!ünt,ni time’ “*iníí on,y half the Phosphorus needed 
with broadcasting. Banding as you plant can take as little as 30 
seconds extra per acre. 
With fertilizer in short sup- 
ply, and prices up, wheat farm­ 
ers are tailing a look at some 
new methods of applying ferti­ 
lizer which can reduce costs. 
Broadcast application, the 
conventional method., has been 
used for years because it is 
relatively fast and easy. But it 
also fertilizes a lot of «oil other 
than where nutrients are most 
needed—around the germinat­ 
ing seed. 
Experience with Ammo-Phos 
fertilizer has indicated that 
banding at planting time is more 
economical. According to ex­ 
periment station research, band­ 
ing requires one-half the phos­ 
phorus needed with broadcast 
application. Farmers can use 
less fertilizer, provide essential 
nutrition for young wheat, and 
still get high yields. With mod­ 
em bulk handling equipment, 
the amount of time needed to 
band fertilizer has been reduced 
to only 30 seconds extra per 
acre. 
Banding can also make the 
most of a field’s fertility re­ 


serve. It gets seedlings off to 
a fast start by concentrating 
phosphorus and other nutrients 
where they are immediately 
available and most effective. 
Not all fertilizers are suitable 
for banding. Phosphorus is es­ 
sential to encourage early root 
growth. Ammonium nitrogen 
should be present with the 
phosphorus for maximum phos­ 
phorus uptake. 
.Certain fertilizers used in 
■banding, such as Ammo-Phos, 
contain ammonium nitrogen as 
well as monoammonium phos­ 
phate, so there is little risk of 
ammonia damage to the germi­ 
nating seed. Other valuable 
characteristics include high wa­ 
ter solubility in a free-flowing 
pellet, chemically compounded 
so nutrients can't separate. 
During these times of limited 
fertilizer supply, many winter 
wheat farmers should have a 
second look at new methods. 
They might decide that banding 
makes a lot of sense. And 
saves money. 
Leaf Browning Is 
Shade Tree Scorch

Juggling Your 
Use of Electricity

The supply of electricity is somewhat like the 
juggler at the circus. He has no problem juggling 
several things at the same time, but just give 
him one more item, to toss around in his juggling 
act: 
He may lose control and drop everything, 
or he may get mixed np or slow down. 
The electricity supply that services you and your 
neighbors can handle the clothes washer, dryer, 
water heater, refrigerator, dishwasher, the lights 
and may be the stove. 
But if you turn on a ir conditioning on hut, hu­ 
mid days, that might be too much to handle. Result: 
The electricity may not juggle all those things as fast 
as it used to do. That’s called an electrical brownout. 
Or tht* electricity may drop everything. That’s a 
blackout. 
According to the Federal 
Power Commission I FPU), a 
blackout occurs when there is 
an interruption of electric 
I tower service to your area. A 
I > row no ut, on the other hand, 
is a reduction in voltage. 
Blackouts and brownouts 
tit-cur whenever there is a 
heavy strain on an area's 
power supply. But they are 
most common during periods 
id" high, heat and humidity 
w hen th“ demand for air con­ 
ditioning is at its mcatest. 
Th** rule of thumb is some 
thin g I i k e this- t hi * g reati * r 
the heat, the higher the de­ 
mand for air conditioning 
and the greater the* chance of 
a power failure.

conditioners to make the 
home cooler.

In addition, FPU is ask 
mg consumers to limit the 
use of electric equipment 
I your washer, dryer, dish 
washer, iron and other heat- 
producing appliances 1 to the 
early morning and late eve­ 
ning: when electricity use is 
not at its peak.

The nutritional v a 1 ut * of w a t er 
is underlined by the fact that, 
depending on your age, and 
weight, one half to three fourths 
ot your body weight is water. 
Dr Greger explains. 
Water arts as a solvent in 
your 
body 
It 
transports 
nutrients from foods to the cells 
where they are needed 
and 
removes waste materials from 
tht* cells In addition, water is 
essential for regulating Iwidy 
t em p era turt*, d 1 ges11 ng food, 
and building cells. Dr Greger 
says 
The specialist notes that most 
adults need a little more than a 
quart of water tor every 1,000 
calori es 
they 
consume, 
ac­ 
cording to the Recommended 
Dietary Allowances published 
by the National Academy of 
Sciences 
“ If you eat about 2,500 
calories a day, you need about 
10 cups of water a day,” she 
figures. The water can come 
from 
three 
sources 
lie ver ages, solid foods, and 
water formed in the tissues 
when food is metabolized 
The amount of water in foods 
may surprise you, Dr. Greger 
says. Coffee and tea each are 
more than 99 per cent water; 
beer, colas, lemonade, and milk 
are about 90 per cent water 
Fruits, are about HO per cent, 
meat about 55 per cent, and 
bread about 35 per cent water 
But w hich of these choices will 
quench your thirst the best'.’ 
“The primary requirement is a 
high content,” Dr. G reger 
points out, adding that taste is 
important, too. 


“ Sweet drinks are not usually 
so thirst quenching as non sweet 
drinks,” she says "So most 
people w ill find a tart lemonade 
a better thirst quencher than, a 
sweet, fruit flavored soda, 
although both contain 12 per 
cent sugar and, HH per cent 
w ater." 
Customs also seem to affect 
the thirst quenching ability of a 
drink, the specialist says. Some 
cultures prefer their beverages 
at room, temperature. However, 
most Americans are convinced 
that beverages need to be cold to 
satisfy thirst.
